tain concessions, it was disclosed 
today. 
This information was contained 
in records submitted to the con­ 
gressional 
Pearl Harbor 
investi­ 
gating committee by Rear Adm ir­ 
al T. B. Inglis, chief of XI . S. na­ 
val intelligence. It was based on 
statements by Jap naval officers 
in response to questionnaires pre­ 
pared by the investigation section 
of Gen. Douglas Mac A rthur’s oc­ 
cupation forces in Tokyo. 
The documents did not specify 
what concessions Japan demanded, 
but they threw- further light on 
the story Inglis told the commit­ 
tee Saturday. In addition to the 
summary that The admiral pre­ 
sented. the questionnaires showed: 
I. The Pearl Harbor attack was 
conceived in January- of 1941. but 
was not a part of Jap an’s general 
pre-war plans. The decision to use 
it was made Nov. 3, 1941 bv Adm. 
Osami Nagano, chief of the Ja p ­ 
anese naval general staff. 
2 It w'ould have been discarded 
if the United States made conces­ 
sions 
3. If the U. S. Pacific fleet had 
been 
at sea 
the Japanese task 
force would have scouted an area 
of 
390 miles 
around Oahu 
pre­ 
pared to attack anyhow', before 
withdrawing. 
Inglis and Col. Bernard Thielen 
of the

The census bureau estimated un-1 
employment at the end of October 
at 1,520,000 despite some increase 
in the number of persons desiring 
to 
work. 
T h e 
unemployment 
figure was 130,000 smaller than at 
September’s close. 
Strikes caused a direct loss of 
about 6 000,OOO man-days of work 
in October, a 75 per cent increase 
over the previous month. 
It still 
remains to be seen whether great 
mass strikes will be called in the 
automobile 
and other industries 
w'here 
strike 
votes 
have 
been 
taken. 
Other highlights of the survey; 
weekly 
average industrial w’agea 
dropped nearly $4 sine* Ju ly ; in­ 
dustrial 
production 
dropped 
IO 
points on the federal reserve index 
last month; the price level held 
steady. 
The labor force rose by 490,000 
from September to October to a 
total of 53,390.000. It waa up 520.- 
oOO in 
the 
12 
months 
through 
October; 
The labor force consists 
of persons able and 
desiring 
to 
work. 
The census bureau explained that 
the rise in the labor force was due 
almost entirely to the return to 
civilian life of men and women of 
the armed services. 
Their return 
more than off set the withdrawal 
of older persons 
and 
housewives 
from the Labor market. 
F.mployment of civilians at the 
end of October totaled 51,870,000, a 
notable increase from the 51,250,- 
000 of the previous month. It com­ 
pared with 52.24 0 000 at the end 
of October last year when 
war 
production w'as at its peak. 
In August, the latest month for 
which figures are available, 
the 
average weekly industrial 
wage 
$41 81. 
In Ju ly the average 
was $45.42 and in 
August, 1944, 
$45.88. The labor department said 
this decline could be attributed to 
the shortening of the work week, 
less overtime and 
other 
factors 
concerned with cutting of output 
at the war s end. 
The retail price index declined 
from 129 3 in August to 128.9 in 
September, 
but 
was 
still 
well 
above the 1265 of August, 1944. 
The farm price index rose from 
197 in September to 199 in Octo­ 
ber.

Manchuria and are deploying 500,- 
000 well-equipped troops to hold 
the vast northern territory against 
the central government armies, in­ 
formed sources said today, 
Changchun, capital of Manchu­ 
ria, and virtually every other key 
city in the territory w'ere reported 
in Communist hands after an al­ 
most bloodless coup that Nation­ 
alist 
sources 
tacitly blamed on 
Russia’s “ passive intervention.” 
Government spokesmen admit­ 
ted the loss of Changchun, but 
they were silent on the reported 
Communist 
seizure 
of 
Mukden, 
Chinchow and Antung in southern 
M anchuria and Harbin and Lung 
Kiang in the north. 
If confirmed, the Communist tri­ 
umph appeared to signal the end 
the *prot meted peace negotia­ 
tions in Chungking that so fa r 
have limited China’s civil w ar to & 
series of relatively small skirm ­ 
ishes along the Manchurian bor­ 
der. 
8 Armies On March 
Three powerful Nationalist col­ 
umns already were on the m arch 
against the Communists. One wras 
Inside 
Manchuria 
and 
moving 
slowly northward toward Mukden 
after breaching the great wall at 
Shanhaikwan, 
on 
the 
eastern 
coast. 
This 
column,

wangtao, was broadening its foot­ 
hold along the M anchurian bor­ 
der. Communist quarters reported 
the loss of Funing, 20 miles west 
of Chinwangtao, and Shihmenchai, 
• 15 miles to the north. 
A second was working out from 
the Tientsin area into Hopei and 
Shantung 
provinces, 
w'hile 
the 
third, in the far interior, was mov- 
1 ing slowly northward to relieve the 
hard-pressed government forces in 
Shansi and Suiyuan.

The danger of Am erican involve­ 
ment was mounting almost hourly. 
lf. S. Undersecretary of the N a vy 
Artemus L. Gates arrived in Tsing- 
tao today to investigate the situa­ 
tion, and he admitted that the new 
China Incident had reached a crit­ 
ical stage. 
Gates refused to comment on all 
controversial 
issues, 
including 
when the Marines would be w ith­ 
drawn from China. 
But the importance of his flying 
visit from Shanghai w-as pointed 
up by the fact that he went into 
conference immediately after his 
arrival with Vice Adm iral Daniel 
Barboy, commander of the U. S. 

Gen. Lem ­ 
uel C. Shepherd, commander of the

plans and would have been called 
off if the United States made cer­ 
tain concessions, it was disclosed 
j today. 
This information was contained 
In records subm itted to the con­ 
gressional 
Pearl H arbor invest I- I 
gating committee by R ear Admir­ 
al T. B Inglis, chief of ti. S. n a­ 
val intelligence. It was baaed on 
statem ents by Jap naval officers 
in response to questionnaires pre­ 
pared by the investigation section 
of Gen. Douglas M acA rthur’* oc­ 
cupation forces in Tokyo. 
The documents did not specify 
w hat concessions Japan demanded, j 
but they threw further light on 
the story Inglis told the com m it­ 
tee Saturday. In addition to the 
sum m ary that th e adm iral pre­ 
sented. the questionnaires showed: 
1. The Pearl Harbor attack was 
conceived In January of 1941. but 
was not a part of Japan’* general 
pre-w ar plans. The decision to use 
it v a s made Nov. 3, 1941 by Adm. 
Osami Nagano, chief of the Ja p ­ 
anese naval general staff. 
2. It would have been discarded 
lf the United States made conces­ 
sions 
3. If the U. S. Pacific fleet had 
been at sea the Japanese task 
force would have scouted an area 
of :;<X> miles around Oshu pre­ 
pared to attack anyhow', before 
wit hdrawlng. 
Inglis and Col. Bernard Thielen 
of the u’a r departm ent general 
staff again were called before the 
committee as it continued its in­ 
quiry.

Their moral guilt is not open to 
q uestion in any civilized corner of 
the world but tha t is not enough. 
It is the prosecution's task to prove 
they are legally guilty and may 
be legally punished for thet? deeds. 
W hat amounts to entirely new 
categories of crime will be cited 
in support of the charges and it 
will be up to the tribunal of judges 
to determine whether they recog­ 
nize these categories as binding in 
the eyes of the law. 
If they do, the German people 
will be shown once and for all 
tha t their leaders and m any thous­ 
ands of their people have been in­ 
volved in a gigantic conspiracy of 
‘‘international crime.” 
This time, the evidence of Ger­ 
m any’s “war guilt” will not con­ 
sist of a signature affixed to a 
treaty by a frightened German 
delegate only to be theatrically ex­ 
punged later bv a new Hitler. 
Th indictment which has been 
returned against the accused is a 
24,000 word document, thorough 
to the utm ost detail of th* deeds 
inside and 
outside the 
Reich to 
which Hie Nazis put their names 
in the years of their power. 
Under four counts of the in­ 
dictment. those headlines of the 
last decade before which the world 
recoiled come to life again—and 
’ nothing is left out. 
Commencing with the very as­ 
sumption of power by Adolf Hiter, 
himself, and going on through the 
declaration of w ar 
against the 
United Stites, the indictment lists 
all the cheap stratagem s of power 
politics by which the Nazis con­ 
solidated their political position, 
and it calls them by the blunt and 
ugly word “conspiracy.” 
Similarly, under the headings of 
i crimes against peace, w ar crimes 
and crimes against humanity, the 
accused Nazis are held responsible 
for every wound and every death 
caused by the Hitler regime. 
It la a list of shock ing charges 
but it. is not upon emotion or pas­ 
sion tha t the prosecution counts to 
mak e them stick . 
For m any months a 
staff of 
trained investigators has covered 
G ermany and other parts of E ur­ 
ope and the world to gather anal­ 
yze and orenare for presentation 
“hard ” evidence by documentation 
and interrogation.

SKIN diso rders may arise fro m 
a variety o f causes.

Perso ns with hives may also have 
angio neuro tic edema, a co nditio n 
in which vario us parts o f the bo dy , 
such as the lips, suddenly beco me 
swo llen due to a co llectio n o f fluid 
in them. 
Do cto r James H. Black o f Dal­ 
las, Texas, o ver a three-y ear pe­ 
rio d treated mo re than 300 patients 
with chro nic urticaria and angio ­ 
neuro tic edema. A careful study 
was made in all instances to de­ 
termine, if po ssible, the substances 
to which these perso ns might be 
sensitive. 
Other Infectio ns 
A search was also made fo r in­ 
fectio ns such as might be present 
in the teeth, to nsils and elsewhere 
in the bo dy and these were elim­ 
inated when fo und.

Quick Healing 
As a general rule, the treatment 
was co ntinued fo r fro m o ne to fo ur 
weeks but in many instances, the 
diso rder cleared up after two day s 
o f treatment. 
It wo uld appear that in perso ns 
with chro nic urticaria o r hives in 
who m there is evidence o f a vita­ 
min K deficiency , the administra­ 
tio n o f vitamin K will bring go o d 
results in relieving the hives.

SKIN disorders may arise from 
a variety of causes.

Persons with hives may also have 
angioneurotic edema, a condition 
in which various parts of the body, 
such as the lips, suddenly become 
swollen due to a collection of fluid 
in them. 
Doctor James H. Black of Dal­ 
las, Texas, over a three-year pe­ 
riod treated more than 300 patients 
with chronic urticaria and angio­ 
neurotic edema. A careful study 
was made in all instances to de­ 
termine, if possible, the substances 
to which these persons m ight be 
sensitive.

Daily Attack 
Most of the patients had an at­ 
tack practically every day. The 
vitamin K was given by mouth. At 
first only small doses were em­ 
ployed, but later on the amount was 
increased until the quantity was 
found which would give results. 
The preparation was taken three 
times a day before meals. 
As you may know, vitamin K is 
needed so that the blood may clot 
pioperly. It is possible, by making 


a test known as the pro thrombin 
time determination, to ascertain 
whether or not a vitamin K defi­ 
ciency is present. 
More than three-fourths of those 
who had deficiency of prothrombin 
were relieved by the vitamin K 
treatm ent. In those in whom the 
prothrombin time was normal only 
about one-third were relieved of 
urticaria by the vitamin K. 
Of the patients relieved by treat­ 
ment, almost a third had relapses 
following periods of freedom from 
the hives of from two weeks to 
eight months. A second course of 
treatm ent brought about prompt 
relief in every instance. 
Quick Healing 
As a general rule, the treatm ent 
was continued for from one to four 
weeks but in many instances, the 
disorder cleared up after two days 
of treatm ent. 
It would appear th at in persons 
with chronic urticaria or hives in 
whom there is evidence of a vita­ 
min K deficiency, the adm inistra­ 
tion of vitamin K will bring good 
results in relieving the hives.
